It estimates Ibe surplus, at Ihe 
tod "f tbe present fiscal year, will be 
WJ.000.000, and deducting tbe sum re- 
quired to make payments of tbe sinking 
fund, tbe net surplus of receipts over ex- 
penditures will be t43.670.uOO. The cell-' 
ratted surplus of tbe next fiscal year 
will be tl3.670.000. which, wltb the 
tmount of cash now on band and avail- 
able, 'reaching nearly t90.000.000. will 
Jollify tbe reduction of the revenue as 
'contemplated by tbe bill reported. t30,- 
187,000, and probably more, fiom cus- 
tom" tml tIO,828.000 from tbe Internal 
revenue, or a total of Ml,205.000.

Both men were convicted of murder 


in the first dcgixe ">d *enten"icd~ to be 
hanged, f ney were to be kept In soli' 
tary coafineme.nl until the day act for 
the execution. The c**e WM t*ken to 
tbe itate supreme court on a writ of 
babeM corpus and from there to the 
United Stale* ditlriel court, but the 
writ was denied in both conn*. It w-t 
then taken np to the United State* su- 
prcafb court and by a decision rendered 
by Justice Miller March 4th the opinion 
w** held that tbealatutennder which tbe 
sentence was pitted was ex post facto 
and ordered their rtlen: frc-> prison.
